and that he m eans to sever relations 
unless it is brought within the law. 
The diplomatic history of the world 
shows that such a course is almost 
certain to be followed by war. 
A continuance of the long standing 
friendly relations, the president made 
clear, depends on Germany’s conduct. 
The president went over the situation 
very thoroughly with members of the 
foreign relations committee this morn­ 
ing and told them he did not believe 
the United States could remain on 
friendly terms with Germany if Amer­ 
ican lives were placed in jeopardy by 
Germany. 
The demand for a stop to 
the illegal submarine 
warfare, 
the 
president said, was unequivocal. 
The president made it plain that if 
Germany cares to continue its sub­ 
marine 
warfare 
in accordance with 
international law, the American gov­ 
ernment 
w ill 
be 
glad to continue 
friendly relations. 
The members who heard the presi­ 
dent outline the note did not under­ 
stand it to be an ultimatum in the 
sense 
that 
the 
term is technically 
used, hut all considered that it will 
have that effect. 
The president’s ad­ 
dress to congress was, in part: 
“Gentlemen of the Congress: 
A sit­ 
uation has arisen in the countr\ of 
which it is my duty to inform you 
very frankly. 
It will be recalled that 
in February, 1915, the German gov­ 
ernment announced its 
intention 
to 
treat the waters 
surrounding 
Great 
britain as embraced within the seat 
of war and to destroy all merchant 
ships owned by 
its 
enem ies 
that 
might be found within any part of 
that portion of the seas and that it 
warned all vessels of neutral as v e il 
as of belligerent owners to keep out 
of the waters it had prescribed. 


were in the presence 
of

vessel of the enemy, and the lives of 
non-combattants, 
passengers 
and 
crew, had been sacrificed wholesale, 
in a manner which the government of 
the United States cannot regard but 
as wanton, and without the slightest 
color of justification. 
“One of the most shocking incidents 
was that of the destruction 
of

must stand forth as so singularly trag­ 
ical and unjust ifiable as to constitute 
a terrible example of the inhumanity 
of submarine warfare. 
“If this incident stood alone, some 
explanation^ some disavowal 
by 
the 
imperial German 
government, 
some 
evidence of a criminal mistake or dis­ 
obedience on the part 
of 
the 
com­ 
mander of the vessel sunk by the sub­ 
marine might be sought and enter­ 
tained. 
But 
unhappily 
it does not 
stand alone. 
Recent events make the 
conclusion inevitable that it is only 
one incident, even though it be one 
of the most extreme incidents, of the 
spirit of the method of the warfare 
which the imperial German govern­ 
ment has mistakably adopted. 
“The government 
of 
the 
United 
States has been very patient. 
At ev­ 
ery stage of this experience of tragedy 
after tragedy, in which the lives of its 
own citizens were involved, 
it 
has 
sought to be excused from any action 
which would embarrass the friendly 
relations between the United States 
and the imperial German government. 
“It has been willing to wait until the 
significance of the facts 
have 
been 
proven 
absolutely 
unmistakable and 
susceptible of but one interpretation. 
This point has now been reached. The 
facts are susceptible to but one in­ 
terpretation . The

German 
government has not been able to put 
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It has therefore become evident that 
the position which 
this 
government 
took at the outset* 
inevitable, name­ 
ly that the use of jibe submarine for 
the destruction of the enem y’s com­ 
merce should not be used for the de­ 
struction of passenger vessels carry­ 
ing neutral passengers, and that the 
sacred immunity of non-combattants 
must be respected. 
“I have deemed it my duty, there­ 
fore, to say to the imperial German 
government that if it is still its pur­ 
pose to prosecute relentless warfare 
against vessels of commerce of the 
enemy, notwithstanding the impossi­ 
bility of conducting that method of 
warfare in accordance with interna­ 
tional law, and the universal dictates 
of humanity, the United States must 
adopt the conclusion that there is but 
one course that it can pursue, and that 
unless the imperial 
German 
govern­ 
ment should now declare and affect 
an abandonment of its present meth­ 
ods of warfare against passenger and 
freight carrying vessels, this govern­ 
ment can have no choice but to sever 
diplomatic relations with the govern­ 
ment 
of 
the 
German empire, alto­ 
gether. 
This decision I have arrived 
at with regret. 
“We can not forget that we are in 
some sort, and by the force of cir­ 
cumstances, the spokesman 
of 
the 
rights of humanity, and that we cannot 
remain silent while these rights seem 
in the process of being utterly swept 
away in the maelstrom of this terri­ 
ble war. 
W e owe it to a due regard 
to our own rights as a nation, to our 
sense of duty as a representative of 
the rights of neutrals the world over, 
and to a just conception of the rights 
of mankind to take this stand now 
with the utmost solem nness and firm­ 
ness. 
I have taken it and taken it 
in the confidence that it will meet with 
your approval and support. 
All sober 
minded men must unite in hoping that 
the German government, which has, 
iii another circumstance, stood as the 
champion of all that we are now con­ 
tending for in the interest of human­ 
ity, may recognize the justness of our 
demands and meet them in the spirit 
in which they are made.”

Seattle, 
April 19.—Captain Louis 
L. Lane, an arctic navigator of long 
experience, 
announced 
here 
today 
that he will 
leave 
Seattle 
for the 
Arctic ocean about June I in a 300- 
ton power schooner, now being built 
here, and expects to return to Nome 
or Seattle next autumn with Vilhjal- 
mur Stefansson and other members 
of the Canadian government explor­ 
ing expedition that sailed from Vic­ 
toria, B. C., for the Arctic ocean on 
.Tune 17, 1913. Captain Lane plans to 
be at Banks Land, in the Polar sea, 
about August 5, and to meet Stefans­ 
son there. Lane, in the power schoon­ 
er Polar Bear, took Stefansson and 
two companions from Banks Land to 
Herschel Island last August, and af­ 
terwards sold the Polar Bear to Stef­ 
ansson, who returned to Banks Land 
with this boat and the small power 
boat Gladiator, intending to pass the 
winter there in exploration of Banks 
Land and then on the breaking of the 
ice in the spring make further ex­ 
ploration of the new land wrhich he 
discovered last year 
north 
of Mel­ 
ville island. Captain Lane is now in 
Seattle supervising 
construction of 
his schooner. 
Captain Lane is going 
north, not 
under contract 
vrith 
the Canadian 
government, 
but 
under 
a 
verbal 
agreement with Stefansson. 
Lane’s 
new power boat, which probably will 
be named the Great Bear, will be of 
wooden construction and the strong­ 
est ice-resisting vessel ever built on 
Puget Sound. 
Lane 
will take with 
him gasoline and other supplies for 
the Stefansson fleet. 
Stefansson has 
asked the Canadian 
government to 
permit his parties to continue their 
work a year longer, but it is believed 
that on account of wrar conditions the 
explorers will be ordered home. The 
expedition was planned 
to continve 
three and a half years. 
Unless ice movements are unfavor­ 
able, Captain Lane expects to reach 
Banks Land at the time fixed upon. 
If he has good fortune he will call 
first at Herschel 
Island, 
where he 
may receive word 
from Stefansson. 
If he does not get instructions there 
he will 
proceed 
north 
to 
Banks 
Land, making stops at points agreed 
upon last 
year, 
where 
Stefansson 
may have letters or men waiting for 
Lane, 
it may be that the explorers 
will choose to return 
to 
Nome in 
their own boats, the pow’er schoon­ 
ers Polar Bear, Alaska, Mary Sachs 
and North Star, but the vessels will 
probably be out of repair and unable 
to make the quick voyage that will 
be necessary to elude the treacher­ 
ous ice, which closes upon the coast 
rapidly in early autumn. If all goes 
well the explorers should arrive in 
Nome soon after the middle of Sep­ 
tember. 
The 
Stefansson 
expedition 
from 
the beginning was divided 
into 
two 
parties. The northern, under Stefans­ 
son, planned to seek new land in the 
Beaufort sea, and succeeded notwith­ 
standing the loss 
of 
the principal 


boat, the whaler Karluk, w'hich was 


crushed in the ice 
the 
first winter 
out. The southern party, 
under Dr. 
Rudolph Anderson, has been explor­ 
ing and charting the delta of the Me- 
kenzie river and the country to the 
east and also 
making 
a geological 
survey of the islands and mainland 
at the mouth 
of 
the 
great 
river, 
making a special search 
for copper 
and coal. 
Copper 
nuggets 
abound 
along the waterways and the Eski­ 
mos make their weapons 
and uten­ 
sils of beaten copper. Stefanson, who 
discovered blue-eyed Eskimos in the 
Coronation gulf country, east of the 
Mackenzie some 
years 
ago, 
these 
people being, 
he 
believed, descend­ 
ants of 
the 
ancient 
Scandinavian 
settlers in Greenland, is not revisit­ 
ing these Eskimos during his present 
journey. Stefansson 
and 
Anderson 
j have a large amount of information j 
and material, and will make a com- j 
plete report to the Canadian govern-1 
ment. Stefansson will publish a book 
describing his discoveries. 
A dispatch from 
Christiana, Nor­ 
way, announcing that Captain Roald 
Amundsen, discoverer 
of the north­ 
west passage and 
the 
south pole, 
plans to get out on a north pole ex­ 
pedition in the spring 
of 
1917, by 
way of Bering Strait, interests Arc­ 
tic navigators greatly. Amundsen in­ 
tended to leave San Francisco sev­ 
eral years ago, 
sail 
from 
Bering? 
Strait toward the north pole and re- j 
| turn between Spitzburgen and G reen-j 
land. He abandoned his voyage be- j 
cause of lack of funds. In the years j 
that have elapsed 
motor 
boat pro-j 
gross has been rapid, and 
new' en- i 
gines that burn 
small 
quantities of 
fuel have simplified Arctic problems. 
Amundsen will use a 100-ton power 
boat.
